#233—5e Registration “Changeling” 


Momentarily I got quite a thrill!

However it was a 
5c blue! Color matches the 8c very 
nicely too.

O. Dunn of Brisbane Aus- 
tralia reported he found a dozen 
cracks showing “across the selvedge, 
thru the left “14” and finally one 
finishes up above “RAM,” this on the 
Lower Left Plate 1. 

Checking my own plate block I 
found the same cracks not noticed 
before. Perhaps they developed dur- 
ing the last printings of this plate.

Stamps 


It cannot be reported where I 
turned this last lot up, but suffice to 
say it was a “honey.”

#237—Telegraph Covers 


Last Spring I purchased the 
“Bond” lot of Telegraph Covers and 
now have a nice start on a collection 
of these things. I hope it will be 
possible for me to get out an illus- 
trated article on these sometime this 
fall or winter. For now here’s a 
brief listing:

#238—Excise Seal Label 


Holmes lists in the Revenue sec- 
tion of his excellent catalog #2445— 
Vermillion, Excise Seal Label. Which 
one is this? There are two. They 
are both exactly alike except one is 
the “Young Queen” issue, the other 


is the “King Edward” Issue. The 
Edward bears slightly larger and 
thinner control numbers. I have 
reasen to believe there is still an- 
other type, —a “King George V” 
Issue, —all similar except the por- 
traits. 


#239—National Revenue Lock Seal 

While on loek seals, I bring up 
another question. Holmes lists this 
in the same catalog as #2449— 
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Black. 
Label in Blue. 


He also lists a #2430 Lock 
What I have before 
me is form “T 212”—“‘National 
Revenue—Excise Division — Lock 
Label.” It is in dark blue on blue 
paper, with Red Controls. Which is 
it? Or is it neither? 


F240—25c on 10c Yukon 
Territorial Court 


This stamp must be really rare,— 
Sissons does not list it, Holmes lists 
it as #YL8a but does not price it. 
I have seen one copy so I know they 
do exist, but where are the rest of 
‘em? I’d like to hear of anyone own- 
ing one or more copies. The over- 
print is in silver, similar to the 25c 
on 10c Supreme Court Law of 1938 
which is also another scarce one.

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STATION TRY VARIETY 





Sid Preston, 714 Euclid Ave., Tor- 
onto 4, recently ran onto an interest- 
ing stationery variety, or oddity. It 
has to do with the Geo. VI 4c carm- 
ine stamped envelope. The 4c stamp 
appears in the upper right hand cor- 
ner of the envelope as it is supposed 
to do but looking at the upper left 
hand corner a reddish rectangular 
blur shows through. Lifting the flap 
and peering inside the envelope is 
ancther perfect impression of the 4c 
stamp on the back surface of the 
front portion of the envelope. Obvi- 
ously this inside stamp shouldn’’t be 
there. How it got there we can’t be 
sure unless it is a printing on a spoil 
sheet that had been picked up later, 
reversed and run through the press 
again and carried on to the envelope 
making machine where it was made 
up into the finished envelope. 

Tending to suggest that it is a 
spoil sheet is the fact that the inside 
stamp is overloaded with ink and 
the outside stamp is perfectly inked. 
On the other hand the inside stamp 
is perfectly squared in relation to the 
edges of the envelope while the out- 
side stamp is slightly tilted on the 
sample we examined. A particular 
pressman would have discarded both 
impressions. 

Incidently Mr. Preston only found 
three of these in 10,000 envelopes. 


ANOTHER R.R. RUN PASSES 





An event of philatelic interest 
took place in Kelowna, B.C., lately, 
that is of great interest to R.P.O. 
collectors. Details are as follows:— 
Another era has passed, in local his- 
tory, when, with no fuss or fanfare, 
the C.P.R. terminated its mail run 
from Kamloops to Kelowna with the 
picking up of the last mail from the 
Station Box at Kelowna, B. C., on 
the afternoon of Sept. 25th, 1954 at 
4.30. Henceforth the mails will be de- 
livered from the main line at Kam- 
loops, down to Kelowna, via truck. 
No more will mail bear the famed 
“Kel. € Sic. R.P.O.” (Kelowna and 
Sicamus) stamp—so much sought by 
collectors. 

Prior to the train, carrying mail, 
the job was performed by lake 
steamers upon Lake Okanagan until 
1936. Covers bearing the famed 


P. & O. L. (Penticton and Okanagan. 
Landing) postmark of that period 
are a collector’s item of note.

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The “Penny Black” Stamp of 1840

(From a paper prepared some years 
ago by the late A. Stanley Deaville) 








The World's first postage stamp 
was a more or less incidental out- 
growth of the scheme of postal re- 
form in Great Britain outlined by 
a Member of Parliament, Mr. Row- 
land Hill, in a pamphlet entitled 
“Post Office Reform” which he pub- 
lished in 1837. 

A domestic penny post was no new 
idea. One William Dockwra of Lon- 
‘don set up a Penny Post within the 
London District in 1680, and operat- 
ed it suecessfully until it was taken 
under State control as an infringe- 
ment of the Post Office monopoly. 
The establishment of the modern 
General Post Office in Great Britain 
ín 1710 fixed letter rates varying 
from threepence to sixpence within 
the British Isles, and larger amounts 
to foreign countries. 

Widespread abuse of the franking 
privilege, and other causes for com- 
plaint, give rise to reform agitation 
in 1833, and Mr. Rowland Hill led 
by advocating wider public use of 
the mails and reduction of the half- 
ounce letter rate to one penny, irres- 
pective of distance, the postage to 
be prepaid by means of official cov- 
ers or adhesive labels. 

The proposals met with official 
opposition, but gained public approv- 
al. In August, 1839, a Bill was pass- 
ed to give effect to the scheme. 

Many suggestions were submitted 
for designs, etc., of covers and labels. 
None of those sent in was consider- 
ed entirely suitable, and Mr. Row- 
land Hill himself prepared a rough 
pen and ink sketch of the design for 
the label, which was approved. 

The head of Queen Victoria in pro- 
file, taken from a medal by William 
Wyon struck to commemorate her 
visit to the London Guildhall in the 
year cf her accession, 1837, was 
used for the first postage stamp, as 
well as for all the other postage 
stamps issued in Great Britain dur- 
ing her long reign of over sixty 
years. The name of the issuing 
country did not appear in the design, 
as there were no other stamp-issuing 





countries at that time, and the Brit- 
ish Post Office has retained this dis- 
tinctive tradition for nearly a cen- 
tury. 

A drawing of the head from 
Wyon’s medal was made by Henry 
Corbould, and from this drawing 
Charles and Frederick Heath, father 
and son, engraved the Queen’s head 
against an  engine-turned back- 
eround. The design was completed 
by adding panels at the top and bot- 
tom for the inscriptions “Postage” 
and “One Penny”, and small squares 
at the corners. 

From the original One Penny die 
all the pates used for the manufac- 
ture of penny stamps up to 1855 
were made. It is known as Die I, as 
distinct from the retouched Die II. 


The Two-Penny die was made 
directly from Die I. The words “One 
Penny” were erased from a trans- 
fer-roll impression, which was trans- 
ferred to another die block and the 
words “Two Pence” engraved in the 
vacant space. 


The Royal philatelic collection con- 
tains proofs illustrating the differ- 
ent stages of the engraving and 
transferring process. 

Plates I to II inclusive of 240 sub- 
jects each were used for printing the 
penny black, but seven of these 
plates were also used for printing 
the red penny stamp of 1841 when 
the colour was changed. 

The twopenny blue stamp of 1840 
was to have been available on 6th 
May, 1840, at the same time as the 
Penny Black, but is not known to 
have been used before 9th May of 
that year. Plates 1 and 2 were used 
for this stamp. 

On January 10th, 1840, the Penny 
Post was established by law, and on 
6th May the penny stamps were 
available for use at all Post Offices. 
At the same time Penny Black and 
Two-Penny Blue wrappers and en- 
velopes designed by William Mul- 
ready, R.A., were approved. The 
Mulready design symbolized Britan- 


nia sending out messages to the 
world. 
Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Petch, 


Bank Note manufacturers, of Fleet 
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Street, London, manufactured the 
stamps at a cost of sevenpence half- 


penny per thousand. 

The Mulready envelopes and wrap- 
pers were caricatured freely and did 
not prove as popular as the adhesive 
labels. It was officially “requested” 
by the Post Office authorities that 
all letters “be fully and legibly ad- 
dressed, and posted as early as con- 
venient. Also that whatever kind of 
stamp may be used it may invariably 
stand above the address, and to- 
wards the right hand side of the let- 
ter.” Nearly a century ago the post- 
al authorities were trying to impress 
upon the public some of the cardinal 
rules which they are still emphasiz- 
ing today. 

This first issue of stamps had a 
very short life, —from 6th May, 
1840, to March, 1841. The possibil- 
ity of cancellation marks being re- 
moved by distonest persons, and the 
certainty that stamps were being 
used a second time, necessitated the 
adoption of indelible cancelling ink 
and fugitive printing ink. Hence 
the cancelling ink was changed from 
red to black, and the printing ink 
from black to red. As the colour of 
the blue twopenny stamps was fugi- 
tive, it was not changed. 

The plates, consisting of 240 sub- 
jects, were laid out in 20 horizontal 
rows of 12. The upper corners of the 
stamp design bore ornaments re- 
sembline a Maltese Gross, and the 
lower corners bore Roman letters in 
alphabetical order, running left, 
vertically A to T and right, horizon- 
tally, A to L. 

In the first horizontal row all 
stamps bear the letter A in the lower 
left corner and the second row has 
B, etc., hence T comes at the left on 
stamps in the bottom or twentieth 
row. 

In the first vertical row all stamps 
have A in the right corner, the sec- 
ond row has B, etc.; so L comes at 
the right in the twelfth or last row. 

Thus the position which any parti- 
cular stamp occupied in the full sheet 
of 240 is indicated by the corner 
letters. This scheme was devised to 
render easier the detection of for- 
geries, but the authorities soon dis- 
covered that the chief danger lay 
not in forgery but in the re-use of 
genuine stamps with the cancella- 
tion marks removed. 


The stamps were manufactured on 
flexible hand-made paper, with deck- 
le edges, manufactured by Stacey 
Wise, of Rush Mills, Hardington. 
Various experiments with different 
weights of paper were made, and at 
the end of 1841 a standard weight 
of 33 to 34 lbs. per triple ream was 
adopted. A small crown watermark, 
so arranged that a crown appeared 
on each stamp, was used as a pro- 
tection against forgery. A rectangu- 
lar frame watermark, consisting of 
five parallel lines, broken by the 
word “Postage,” appeared once in 
each horizontal margin. 

The engraved marginal 
ticns on the penny plates 
three lines, as follows: 

“Price 1d. per label. 1/- per row 
of 12. £1l... per sheet. 

“Place the labels above the address 
and toward the right-hand side of 
the letter.” 

“In wetting the back be careful 
not to remove the cement.” 

The above advice is sound today, 
as it was a hundred years ago. 

The ink used for printing was 
compounded of linseed oil, zine white 
and lamp black for the penny black, 
and Prussian blue for the twopenny 
blue, 

The gum formula does not appear 
to have come down to us, but it was 
always a source of trouble to the 
manufacturers and the postal auth- 
orities. It varied considerably, and 
complaints were numerous and due 
chiefly to the fact that then, as now, 
John Citizen usually swallowed most 
of it when he licked the stamp in- 
stead of the envelope. 

The introduction of Penny Post- 
age, by which it was demonstrated 
that the distance a letter was carried 
was not the major factor in the cost 
of carrying it, worked a revolution 
in the postal systems of the world.

The letters carried within Great 
Britain jumped to more than double 
almost immediately. No system 


could have been cheaper to operate 
or more far-reaching in results. The 
civilized countries of the world were 
quick to adopt it. 

If Great Britain reserves to her- 
self today the proud distinction of 
designing her postage stamps with- 
out including the name of the issu- 
ing country, she follows a precedent 
which will be regarded by most 
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people as entirely valid. 

In 1940 philatelists, stamp collect- 

ors, students of history and men of 
affairs will unite to honour the mem- 
ory of Sir Rowland Hill, who con- 
ceived and executed a great reform, 
and was the Father of the Postage 
Stamp. The British Post Office will 
join forces with the Royal Philatelic 
Society of London to commemorate 
the event of an Exhibition which will 
be the focus of philatelic interest for 
that year.

THEY SOLD BIG LOTS 


I was very interested in your Sep- 
tember article about the man who 
bought and sold postage stamps by 
the million. I bought several lots of 
stamps from “Wallace Bros.” when 
I lived in London and I have their 
1908 catalogue on my library shelf. 

It might interest some of your 
readers to know the sort of offers 
made in those days by this firm. 
Here are just a few.— 

Austria, old and new issues mixed, 
many varieties and perforations 
10,000 for 6/-. 

Bavaria, ditto, 10,000 for 8/6. 

France, 1853 to 1875 at 1000 for 5/. 

Germany High values, no 3, 5, 10 
& 20 pf. included, at 10,000 for 30/-. 

Gt. Britain Queen’s heads, 1841- 
1879 at 25,000 for 35/-. 

Gt. Britain 1887 issue, 112 to 1/- at 
1000 for 7/6. 

U.S.A. Many issues, including Col- 
umbus 10,000 for 7/6. 

British Colonials containing high 
values 10,000 for 40/-. 

Foreign stamps, only better kinds, 
no common, 10,000 for 10/-. 

There were also quotations for 
larger quantities, even up to 1,000,- 
000 for most of the above. The cat- 
alogue stated that the firm had 
bought one thousand million stamps 
weighing 125 tons in four years and 
had always four hundred million 
stamps in stock. 

Lest one might think that cheap 
mixtures were the only stock in 
trade this catalogue quoted prices on 
singles, dozens and hundreds of in- 
dividual stamps of almost every 


stamp issuing country in the world, 
from Antioquia to Zanzibar. There 
were 20 pages 742x9 inches crammed 
with individual and collective offers 
similar to the above mentioned ones. 
There were also “Special offers” of 
any number of stamps from 25,000 
to 25,000,000 done up in separate 
packets of 250, 200, or 100 each at 
3/6 for the 25,000 to £100 for the 
25,000,000 done up in these packets.

DID HITLER COLLECT STAMPS? 


A disclosure that Adolf Hitler was 
a secret stamp collector has aroused 
interest in philatelic circles through- 
out the world. 

The disclosure was made recently 
when a prominent Canadian stamp 
dealer revealed that after World War 
II he had bought (and subsequently 
sold) Hitler’s private stamp collect- 
ion, retaining for himself only the 
signed photo of the Fuhrer in the 
front of the album, and some envel- 
opes of letters addressed to Hitler 
from all parts of the world. 

“Stamp News”, the Australian 
monthly newspaper for stamp col- 
lectors, says that a leading London 
stamp dealer has admitted that mem- 
bers of the German Embassy staff in 
London in pre-war days frequently 
bought stamps on behalf of Hitler. 
On one occasion Von Ribbentrop, 
then ambassador to England, made a 
personal call at the dealer’s shop to 
purchase King George V Jubilee 
stamps for Hitler. 

News of the Fuhrer’s hobby has 
been kept secret for so long probably 
because the collection was amongst 
the treasures looted from Germany 
after World War II and possibly tak- 
en or smuggled to America and sub- 
sequently disposed of through private 
channels.

“In England this summer I found 
considerable interest in Plate Blocks 
and if and when currency restric- 
tions are removed I prophesy a tre- 
mendous demand for Canadian Plate 
Blocks there.” 

I must quote one more sentence 
from this most interesting letter, as 
it relates to the problem of keeping a 
column like this going. “It is always 
of interest to know what progress 
the other fellow is making and for 
people like myself who find corres- 
pondence difficult to maintain. A 
column like yours is the only alter- 
native.” I can only say it is a plea- 
sure when I get such quotable let- 
ters as this. I hope to get more of 
them. 

Another letter of interest was 
from Dr. J. A. Gray of Kingston. 


He speaks of my Irish trip and asks, 
“Isn't there a lot to be said for the 
pleasant lives that people spend 
over there?”

The new Gibbons Part 1 arrived 
from London a few days ago. Some 
changes are interesting though gen- 
erally there are not a large number 
of price advances, the exceptions are 
the higher denominations in the 
1938 Geo. 6th and later issues. What 
will surprise many is the extra- 
ordinary marking up of all early 
Canada through to the end of the 
1868 issue. It is obvious these many 
increases show the growing scarcity 
of these fine old stamps which as 
the years come and go are increas- 
ingly more difficult to obtain and es- 
pecially in super condition. One 
other noticeable change is the ad- 
vance in the 1948 issue of Bahamas. 
In a week or so the 2 Reign Gibbons 
is due to arrive and we may expect 
some revision of quotations given in 
Part 1. 

The popular New Commonwealth 
catalog should be here late in Oc- 
tober. It is essentially a useful work 
for any collector of Br. Empire 
stamps, quoting as it does near mar- 
ket values, and true one-quarter and 
three-quarter readings of perfora- 
tions which no other catalog gives 
us. This information is essential 
for the various in between issues of 
Geo. VI higher denominations of 
2/6 5/- 10/- and 20/ which greatly 
assists a collector to correctly sep- 
arate and identify them. The Com- 
monwealth is a publication which 
every collector needs if British Em- 
pire issues interest him. 

New Canadian stamps are to be 
issued on November 1 consisting of 
two Prime Ministers, a 4e purple for 
Sir John David Thompson and a 5e 
for Sir Mackenzie Bowell. What a 
pity these are to be again in the 
small design. Two and four cent 
coils are being released, we hope 
they will be with better centering 
than the 5c. 

Another boost for Canada by 
“Fyndhem” in “S C” in which he 
mentions the 1935 13c Britannia 
Jubilee Issue. 

Rumour has it that we may ex- 
pect Mr. Sisson's new B.N.A. list 
late in October. It is a most popular 
publication and will be wellcomed by 
many of us. 


Collectors of Topical Issues will 


enthuse over the coming Animal set 
of 14 values from South Africa. It 
is to be released on October 14th up 
to the 10/- denomination. This 
issue should be popular with all. 

Readers of the London “SC” for 
September will be interested in read- 
ing of the Mult Scripp C A water- 
mark with Crown error variety dis- 
covered by Mr. C. P. Rang. The sub- 
ject is given a full page and illus- 
trated in the September issue of Gib- 
bens monthly showing the postage 
due pairs of the 1d Bechuanaland, 
Br. Guiana 2c and 16c St. Lucia. 
This will no doubt bring about a 
general search through many Brit- 
ish Colonial issues for the past three 
years. Mr. Rang advises this should 
start with issues since 1951 on all 
chalky surfaced papers typographed 
and rotogravure printed and not be 
limited to only postage dues. 

In the “PS” advertising pages for 
September I notice the remarkable 
outstanding collection of Canadian 
Revenues by the late Mr. Goodwin 
Harris featured for disposal. The 
accumulation intact would make an 


extraordinary acquisition for one 
who specializes in revenue issues. 
The collection is in good reliable 


hands, being featured by Mr. L. A. 
Davenport of Toronto who is so well 
known here and south of the border. 

The Toronto Star Weekly of Sep- 
tember 18 features a full page illus- 
trated article under the caption of 
“The Scotland Yard of the Stamp 
World.” It is intensely interesting 
and gives us some idea how well we 
are protected against forgeries. 
What is pleasing personally is that 
it has been written by a friends as- 
sociate Mr. Kenneth Chapman editor 
of “Stamp Collecting.”

According to the article it was dis- 
covered in March 1953 by a N.Y. 
dealer but not announced until Oct- 
ober of that year. Mint single copies 
of the error were first offered late 
that year at $150. By June 1954 they 
were $35, and used copies at $5.00 to 
$7.50. 

Mr. Boerger makes a guess that 
used copies will be more scarce than 
mint. Stamps containing a full letter 
of the watermark are scarce, and 
cancellations add to value. Earliest 
known cancellation is July 10, 1951. 
Tabulation of cancellations show 
60% from the west coast, with Los 
Angeles in the lead.
